Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-19 are allowable over prior art (if the above objections are overcome). 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claim 1-19 
are allowed because the references cited fail to teach, as applicant has, 

a SYNC pulse comprising a sampling compensation circuit operable to condition 
a SYNC pulse signal and a jitter cycle delay compensation circuit coupled to the 
sampling compensation circuit, and also that when a SYNC pulse signal is sampled to 
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contain a plurality of a logic lows during a predetermined time period, inserting a logic 
high condition at a select point in time, as well as determining a clock state indicative of 
a phase difference between a first and second clock signal to re-positioning the SYNC 
pulse signal based on said clock state and when the SYNC pulse signal is out-of-phase 
by a predetermined amount with respect to the first clock signal, delaying the SYNC 
pulse signal based on the clock state, as the applicant has claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Magro et al. (US 6516362) discloses synchronizing data between 
differing clock domains; Ajanovic et al. (US 61 12307) discloses a method for translating 
signals between clock domains of different frequencies; Basile (US 5914963) discloses 
a method for clock skew reduction; Price et al. (US 5450458) discloses Method and 
apparatus for phase-aligned multiple frequency synthesizer with synchronization 
window decoder and Wu (US 6105144) discloses a system and method for alleviating 
skew in a bus.
